Liner Costs. 


During the past week the large liners 
4 the port of Dublin have made many 

' us wonder what the cost of running 
these mammoths of the deep must be. 
Though none of the ships in Dublin was 
of the “ super’’-Atlantic size, their work- 
ing costs must amount to small sum 
at the end of the year. Yet, compared 
with those of such liners as the Berengaria, 
their bills would probably seem quite 
modest. 7 

It is calculated that, before a 50,000-ton 
liner can show a profit, she must “take 
three-quarters of a million pounds in 
passenger fares and freights. If she is 
an oil-burner, she consumes a ton of oil 
per mile, an awful thought for those who 
possess motor boats, and expect eight to 
ten miles|to the gallon. Fuel, wages and 
general r _— costs amount to almost 
£2,000 a day when at sea. Her costs are 
not very much less in dock; for she may 
have to pay at the rate of a penny a ton 
in harbour dues, and berthing and docking 
usually involve the use of pilots and tugs. 
Taking all-in costs, an Atlantic greyhound 
may be said to cost her owners a pound 
a minute. 


Strawberries. 


The first dish of strawberries is one of 
the delights. of summer, and I happened 
to be fortunate enough this year to get 
mine fresh from the garden of a friend in 
the country, who specialises in this deli- 
cious fruit. For several years, my friend 
tells me, his strawberry patch suffered 
from the depredaticns of light-fingered 
urchins, to whom garden walls presented 
no obstacles. At length it occurred to him 
to place two hives of bees among the 
strawberries, and in this way he was able 
to get rid of the marauders, It is not 
easy to grow good strawberries, and 
drastic measures must be taken to protect 
them from birds, slugs, dogs and humans. 
Yet it is well worth while; for there is 
surely no other fruit to match the straw- 
berry in shape, in colour, in odour, and in 
flavour. Strawberries, however, must be 
eaten fresh, or preserved in spirit, to give 
their full flavour, and the wrath of the 
true gourmet will always be directed 
against those who mash them on plates or 
use them for the manufacture of the 
stodgy confection known as strawberry 
jam. 


A Sathing Accident.

that we should know as quickly as pos: 
sible where we stand, and that we should 
have ample time to concert such . remain- 
ing measures as may be necessary. For 
this reason, but also because we recog- 
nise that the inevitable reduction in the 
rate of interest may, when it- first comes, 
be seriously felt in a number of cases, we 
offer. a cash bonus at the rate of £1 for 
every £100 of stock to all those holders 
who, not later than 31st July, assent to 
the offer to continue in the n. This 
cash: bonus, which in the case of the or- 
dinary investor will not be liable to in- 
come tax, vill be paid to each holder 
within fourteen days from the date of the 
receipt of his effective assent. 


ESTIMATED SAVING, 


The ‘saving in interest charge at which 
we aim by this conversion is in the region 
of thirty millions per annum. (Cheers. ) 
In the nature of things none of the sav- 
ing can be realised in this financial year, 
the current expenditure of which will be 
unaffected by this operation. But the 
whole of the saving will be realised in the 
year 1933. It must, however, be remem- 
bered that the reduction of interest carries 
with it a reduction in the yield of income 
tax and sur-tax, and taking this into 
account the net Budgetary saving may be 
put at about twenty-three millions per 
annum. 

There are nearly three million people 
who hold War Loan.

Large investors, to whom a conversion 
operation is a familiar process, may well 
find in parts of it phrases more simple and 
less technical than is customary on these 
ovegsions, I feel sure that, remembering 
the immensely wide circulation the message 
will have, they will appreciate my object, 
and will not regard the letter as super- 
filuous. I am sure that anyone who may 
be contemplating the issue of new capital 
in the market in the early future will for- 
bear from coming forward for a few weeks 
while this great operation is proceeding, 
and that the authorities in the City of 
London will co-operate in this necessary 
object. 


SAVINGS CERTIFICATES. 


I should add that the sale of Savings 
Certificates will be temporarily suspended 
as from this evening, but as we have, of 
course, no intention of abandoning that 
valuable method of borrowing. A new 
certificate, details of which will appear in 
the Press to-morrow, will be placed on 
sale after a short interval. 

I will mention one other matter, which 
may be of some interest. My preparations 
have been proceeding for many weeks, but 
the essential need for secrecy in prepara- 
tion has prevented me from printing any 
of the. many millions of forms which I 
require. With the willing co-operation 
and assistance of the Bank of England, the 
Government propose to attempt the 
gigantic task of —e 15 million forms 
and despatching them by post in nearly 
three million envelopes within a — of 
twenty-four hours from now. (Cheers. ) 
These letters will not, of course, reach all 
the holders to whom they are addressed on 
Saturday morning, for the holders live in 
all parts of the country, and, indeed, of 
the world; but they will all be on their 
way by to-morrow night. In this way we 
shall cover all holdings at the Bank of 
England and the Post Office. In addition, 
upwards of half a million letters, contain- 
ing supplementary notices in special cases, 
will, we hope, be posted early on Saturday. 
I do not undertake that we can completely 
fulfil this almost superhuman programme, 
but we shall spare no effort, and I am sure 
that our endeavour to present our scheme 
with the least delay, and in the most in- 
telligible form, will be widely appreciated. 

For the response, we must trust, and I 
am certain we shall not trust in vain, to 
the good sense and patriotism.of the three 
million holders to whom we shall appeal 
(Cheers. )

“It is with great sorrow that I have to 
record the death of one of the finest men 
whom I have ever had the honour of know- 
ing, Mr. Peter Good,” said Dr. J P.
